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Low MSPAP Scores Stimulate 
Local School to Seek Help

Kelly Noxon, Reading Special- 
ist and Testing Coordinator for 
Greenbelt Elementary School, has 
dedicated most of the past year to 
improving MSPAP scores. The 
year's work culminated in May 
when students took the 1999 
tests; however, results won’t be 
known until December. By that 
time, Noxon will have spent the 
fall assisting teachers in preparing 
students for the next test. 

Background 

What is MSPAP? It is the 
Maryland School Performance 
Assessment Program. At the el- 
ementary level, students in the 
third and fifth grades are tested in 
reading, writing, language usage, 
mathematics, science, and social 
studies. In the 1998 MSPAP re- 
port, Nancy Grasmick, State Su- 
perintendent of Schools, referred 
to a 1989 Governor’s Commission 
on School Performance that rec- 
ommended improving the state’s 
educational system. Using these 
tests, “Maryland (became) one of 
the first states to hold schools ac- 
countable for a high quality.edu- 
cation and measurable results for 
all. students.” 


Most schools are not meeting - 


the state’s recommendations for 
acceptable scores. Greenbelt EI- 
ementary has had lower than ex- 
pected scores over the last few 


years, and the Washington Post, 
using their own criteria for 
rescoring results, found the school 
to have one of the lowest test re- 
sults in the county. 

In discussing previous test 
scores, Noxon reflected on two 
areas that she felt may have 
caused some of the low test 
scores last year. In one class- 
room, some test procedures were 
mishandled, which led to one

whole cluster of students receiv- 
ing a “zero” for the entire test. 
Additionally, the school had been 
dealing with the loss of a long- 
time principal and a gap before 
the appointment of a new perma- 
nent principal. 
Action 

The school has focused on im- 
proving test scores by working 
with students at each grade level. 
Administrators set up an instruc- 
tional team to make sure that the 
teachers were fully aware of the 
types of questions on the tests 
and how best to prepare the stu- 
dents. A consultant from the 
University of Maryland helped to 


identify problems and propose 
solutions. In addition, Noxon 
visited testing coordinators at 
successful schools to learn their 
techniques. 

Many new procedures have 
been put into place at the school 
to help teachers help the students. 
Using parent volunteers, Noxon 
organized reading materials and 
set up a professional library 
geared to the teachers. In addi- 
tion, during the year all teachers 
completed training on behavior 
and character education. 

Parent involvement in studying 
is always important. To help in- 
form parents of the importance of 
MSPAP and how to help their 
children prepare for it, a special 
meeting was held, although 
Noxon reported that the turnout 
was small. A counselor from an- 
other school commented that par- 
ent involvement is especially dif- 
ficult when individual test scores 
are not reported so that parents 
never know how their child per- 
formed. In fact, the school itself 
does not receive scores on indi- 
vidual students. | 

To help prepare students, the 
teachers utilized many tech- 
niques, including test taking, 
studying, games and rewards. 
Students and parents learned the 
importance of being at school on

Council Approves $15 Million 
Budget; Defers Assisted Living

After 10 public works ses- 
sions and two public hearings, 
the Greenbelt City Council ap- 
proved a $15 million plus budget 
for FY 2000 at its regular coun- 
cil meeting on June 7. Major 
expenditures in the budget were 
$5.4 million for police; over 
$770,000 for the city’s parks; 
$628,000 to repair, maintain and 
operate the Community Center; 
and a half million each for pub- 
lic works and street maintenance. 
Council responded favorably to a 
request to establish a task force 
to consider assisted living facili- 
ties in Greenbelt. They also met 
Greenbelt’s new park rangers. 
Budget Adoption 
As in previous budget discus- 
sions, increased contributions to 
deferred compensation for ‘he 
city’s police force stimulat. the 
most controversy. Stating posi- 
tions articulated at earlier meet- 
ings, Councilmember Thomas 
White favored the increase in po- 
lice retirement benefits as long 
overdue and bringing equity to 
this group of city employees. 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull, 
however, thought the increase 
was premature before a full-scale 
study of compensation and ben- 
efits of all employees, which is 
planned for the summer. 
Using a carpentry analogy, 
Greenbelt resident Sylvia Lewis, 
Councilmembers White and 


Turnbull debated whether the in- 
crease for police employees was 
equivalent to making even the 
legs of a wobbly table or simply 
placing a matchbook under a 
short table leg to make it equal 
with the others. This item ulti- 
mately passed, with Turnbull vot- 
ing against it. 

Mayor Judith Davis spoke of 
the benefits of the overall com- 
pensation study indicating that 
other employees may identify 
needs, discrepancies or differ- 
ences which could be addressed 
In a comprehensive manner. 
Council directed city staff to be- 
gin this study. The full budget of 
$15,144,000 was then approved 
unanimously. Council then 
adopted an ordinance to appropri- 
ate funds for the budget. City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
congratulated the mayor and 
council for their efforts in the 
budget process. He said he was 
unaware of any other municipal- 
ity which gives the budget so 
thorough a review and offers 
equivalent opportunities for public 
involvement. 

Elections Ordinance 

Councilmember White intro- 
duced an ordinance to amend city 
election procedures establishing 
new requirements for campaign 
finance reporting. This action 
followed recommendations from 
the Board of Elections. Under 
the ordinance candidates would 





report a total figure for all dona- 
tions received including those of 
$25 or less. It would also re- 
quire candidates to report ex- 
penses of more than $25 and a 
total of all expenditures, including 
those of $25 or less, and require 
that candidates appoint a treasurer 
who would be responsible for 
submitting these reports. 
Assisted Living Task Force 
Council seemed in favor of a 
request from the Senior Citizens 
Advisory Committee to create a 
task force to consider the issue 
of assisted living in Greenbelt. 
However, the exact wording of a 
resolution to do so was referred 
back to staff for a speedy rewrite 
with instructions to return the

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Meet Mike McLaughlin, 
Manager Professional

The following article is re- 
printed from the Spring, 1999 is- 
sue of “The Chesapeake Chat- 
ter,” official newsletter of the 
Maryland City/County Manage- 
ment Association: — 

There must be something in 
the water in Greenbelt that makes 
for longevity in its city managers. 
Charles McDonald took over the 
job in 1948 and stayed until 
1962. Jim Giese, the City’s 
longest-serving manager, arrived 
in 1962 and served until 1991. 
Mike McLaughlin, current City 
Manager, came to town in 1979 
as Administrative Assistant and 
became City Manager in 1996. 
That’s 61 years of service in the 
Greenbelt City Government for 
just three Greenbelt managers! 
Talk about a stable town! 

Greenbelt is one of only three 
communities in the United States 
to be built by the Federal Gov- 
ernment as model garden com- 
munities for low and middle-in- 
come people during the Great 
Depression of the 1930s. In 
1938, it was the first municipal- 


‘ity in Maryland to adopt the 


council-manager form of govern- 
ment. | 

Mike McLaughlin, its manager 
since 1996, came to the Washing- 
ton Area in 1977 as a graduate 
student in public administration 
at George Washington University, 
after receiving a bachelor’s de- 
gree from St. Joseph’s College in 
Philadelphia. He served as an 
intern in the Rockville City Gov- 
ernment from 1978 to 1979 and 
then was hired as an Administra- 
tive Assistant in Greenbelt by Jim 
Giese. He has been there ever 
since. 

Mike is immensely proud of 
Greenbelt and of its city govern- 
ment. He points to its status as 
a National Historic Landmark, its 
growth in population and eco- 
nomic base during the eighties 
and nineties, and the increasing 
diversification of its population 
and economy. He is proud of 
the quality and the stability of its 


City Council, noting that one 


member of the Council is in his 
13th two-year term in office, that 
the Council has a tradition of se- 
lecting good city managers and 
then letting them do their jobs 
without interference, and of the 
quality of Greenbelt’s staff, one 
of the best in the state. 

_ He takes pride in Greenbelt’s 
place as the home of Goddard 
Space Flight Center and of 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School, a 
magnet science and technology 
school and one of the highest 
ranked secondary schools in the 
Washington Area. 

But he is nonetheless aware of 
challenges facing the city govern- 
ment, its council and its staff. 
One of these is maintaining 
Greenbelt’s “small town flavor” 
and quality of life while dealing 
with rapid residential, commercial 
and industrial growth. Another is 
the preservation of Greenbelt’s 
environment in the face of new 
population and employment ex- 
pansion. A third is engendering 
more rapid growth in the city’s 
revenues as the need for City ser- 
vices swells. 

Mike takes pride in the fact 
that the road to meeting these 
challenges will be made easier by 
the quality of the city staff. 
Greenbelt’s standards for the re- 


cruitment of its staff are rigorous.. 


It believes in putting people in 
jobs and then “letting them do 
their thing.” And Mike practices 
and teaches delegation of author- 
ity aS a major component of 
building both jobs skills and staff 
morale. 

At age 44, Mike has a long 
way to go to retirement. And so 
it looks as if Greenbelt is well on 
its way to setting yet another 
record as Maryland’s most stable 
home for professional city manag- 
ers.

Springhill Lake Fire 
Causes Evacuation

On Saturday, June 12, 3:30 
p.m., Greenbelt Fire Department 
trucks and the Greenbelt Rescue 
Squad responded to a report of 
alarms sounding in an apartment 
building at 6000 Springhill Drive 
in the Springhill Lake develop- 
ment. Four engines, two ladder 
trucks and the rescue squad re- 
sponded, according to Battalion 
Chief Bobbi Sarra-Hinkson. 

On arrival, they found heavy 
smoke conditions in the stairwell 
and had to take four adults and a 
baby by aerial ladder from balco- 
nies of some of the four apart- 
ments involved. No one was in- 
jured and residents who had to 
evacuate their apartments have 
been relocated within the 
Springhill Lake complex. Dam- 
age is estimated at about $75,000. 

At this time, with investigation 
pending, Chief Sarra-Hinkson 
would not discuss information 
concerning the apartment in 
which the fire broke out.

Rabies Vaccinations At Middle School 


A rabies vaccination clinic 
sponsored by the Prince George's 
County Health Department and 
Bladensburg Animal Hospital, Inc. 
will be held at the Greenbelt 
Middle School, 8950 Edmonston 
Road, on Sunday, June 27 from 2 
to 6 p.m. 

State law requires that all cats, 
dogs and ferrets be vaccinated 
against rabies by four months of 
age, and that vaccinations be kept 
current. The best thing pet own- 
ers can do to protect themselves 
and their families from rabies is 
to vaccinate their cats, dogs and 
ferrets against this fatal disease. 

If an unvaccinated cat, dog or 
ferret is exposed to a rabid or 
suspect-rabid animal, or has a 
wound from an unknown source, 





the law requires that the animal 
be euthanized (humanely put to 
sleep) or put into strict isolation 
for six months. Every veterinar- 
ian is required to report such ex- 
posures to the Health Department. 

Only cats, dogs and ferrets 
over three months old will be 
vaccinated. The first rabies shot 
a cat, dog or ferret receives is 
good for one year only. A ferret 
must be revaccinated every year. 
After receiving the second shot, a 
dog or cat must be revaccinated 
at least every three years. 

All pets must be brought to 
the clinic by responsible adults. 
Dogs must be secured on a leash, 
and cats and ferrets must be in a 
carrier box. Those bringing in 
pets must have exact change to

the day of the test, as those ab- 
sent receive a zero for the test. 
This year, the number of ab- 
sences was cut in half - from 10 
to 5. As some of the test ques- 
tions require students to work in 
groups, groups were formed to 
practice certain areas of test tak- 
ing. 

Because some parts of the 
tests are marked with icons tell- 
ing the student what type of 
question was coming, students 
were taught how to recognize 
and analyze those types of ques- 
tions. For example, if the ques- 
tion involved drawing a graph, 
students were taught to remember 
the word TALK to remind them 
that they must put in a Title, 
Axis, Label, and Key to get full 
credit for a graph question. 
Graph drawing is required for 
students in both the third and 
fifth grades. 

In the area of fun activities, 
pep rallies were held before the 
tests. Since the tests are given to 
third and fifth graders, the fourth 
and sixth graders produced skits 
to let them know how they felt 
about the tests and the studying 
to boost enthusiasm. Duron 
Paint donated 250 painters hats 
that were marked with MSPAP 
and were autographed by stu- 
dents and teachers and even con- 
- tained vocabulary words.

CHRONIC DIARRHEA 





Most parents are familiar with acute diarrhea. This is when a person gets sick suddenly, has a 
fever, and has frequent soft or liquid bowel movements. This is often accompanied by vomiting, and 
irritability or crying (due to abdominal pain). The usual cause for this combination of symptoms is 
acute viral gastroenteritis (“intestinal flu”). The disease lasts a day or two and in most cases the 
patient returns to normal. Treatment consists of an oral rehydration solution (€.8- Pedialyte), in 
addition to the child’s normal diet. Medications are not indicated. 


In some cases, even though the patient gets well (acts normal, no fever, no vomiting, no belly 

ache, no weight loss), the frequent loose stools continue. What to do? This 1s where parents commit 
a grave error—they continue the “diarrhea diet” waiting for the stools to return to normal. This may 

- never happen because stools of proper consistency may not form on a low fiber diet. So a vicious 

| cycle results: stools remain loose because of the liquid diet, and parents continue the liquid diet 
because the stools are loose. This condition is known as “POST-INFECTIOUS DIARRHEA.” The 
end result is a malnourished child. The treatment is simple; as soon as the acute illness is Over, stop 
the oral rehydration solution and continue the child’s regular diet. This includes milk or formula. 
Avoid fruit juices, though, because they can sometimes aggravate the diarrhea. 


Related to post-infectious diarrhea is TODDLER’S DIARRHEA (non-specific diarrhea of 

| infancy). This is a mysterious condition which exists almost exclusively in infants in diapers. The 
cause is unknown. By definition, the child is perfectly healthy in every other way, except for 
persistent, frequent loose stools several times a day, for weeks. Your doctor may order a few tests to 
rule out other causes. The treatment is to ignore it. Keep the child on a normal diet, but avoid fruit 


juices. 


Less common causes of persistent diarrhea are: 


| +» GIARDIASIS (infestation with a one-celled animal, Giardis lamblia). Diagnosis 1s achieved by a 
special test on the stool. Drugs are available which can cure this disease, but they can have 


dangerous side-effects, so they must not be dispensed haphazardly. 


+ MILK INTOLERANCE: several varieties exist. True allergy to milk protein is rare. Lactase 
deficiency to milk sugar is more common. In babies these can cause colic, in older children they 
can cause belly aches. In infants, a change to soy based formulas (Isomil, ProSobee), or protein 

. hydrolysates (Nutramigen, Alimentum) can solve this problem. 


* Excessive FRUIT JUICES can cause diarrhea. The cure is simple: cut down on Juices. 


| * FOREIGN TRAVEL: Pepto-Bismol is usually effective. 


We have not covered all the causes of diarrhea; only the most common ones. If the condition 
persists beyond one week, and especially if the baby looks or acts ill, has a fever, vomits, puts out — 
scant urine or losses weight, call your doctor right away.

Melodrama Prompts Hisses and Boos

“Reacting to villains is not only 
allowed, but encouraged,” reads 
Jim Robertson’s director’s note for 
the production of “Dirty Work at 
the Crossroads” by Bill Johnson at 
the Greenbelt Arts Center. This 
melodrama is an adaptation of sev- 
eral Victorian plays set in New 
England in the 1890s. Robertson’s 
staging of the play does not fail to 
preserve its humor for an audience 
100 years after the play’s original 
viewers. 

The plot develops around. the 
fortune hunter Munro Murgatroyd 
(Jeff Landou), the play’s villain, 
who attempts to marry Nellie 
Lovelace (Tanya Badgley), the 
protagonist. When this plan fails, 
Munro courts Leonie Asterbilt 
(Demetra Skaltsas), another re- 
spectable young woman. Both of 
Munro’s wedding plans fail, how- 
ever, because he misjudges his two 
prospective mothers-in-law, the 
Widow Lovelace’ (Victoria 
Haliburton) and Mrs. Upson 
Asterbilt (Jean Roth Hawkins), 
who are suspicious of his inten- 
tions. 

Munro further underestimates 
the bond of love between Nellie 
and Adam Oakhart (Jim Gaither) 
which keeps them united against 
his cunning. Yet the plot takes sev- 
eral unexpected turns and eventu- 
ally nothing in the way of a tradi- 
tional ending in this particular the- 
atrical genre will take place... 
Readers curious to find out what 
that is need to see for themselves. 

The production captures the era 
in which it is set. During the 
1890s touring acting troupes were 
common as traveling became 
easier with completion in 1869 of 
the first transcontinental railroad. 
Railroads were woven into many 
plots around the turn of the cen- 
tury, as in “Dirty Work at the

Crossroads,” where the railroad is 
key to the plot’s denouement. 

The audience should ignore 
their usual opinion on what consti- 
tutes good acting since overacting 
and directly addressing the audi- 
ence were characteristic of the act- 
ing styles of melodramas. The 
play’s humor thrives in the inten- 
tionally broad gestures, false sing- 
ing, and audience interaction. The 
characters are also predominantly 
divided into stereotypical catego- 
ries of good and evil. 

Director Jim Robertson uses 
obvious villains, foils, heroes, and 
fools following this tradition. Live 
musicians Troy Simmons, Bob 
Grumbine, and Grace Haliburton 
give the play an authentic touch by 
assigning each actor a musical 
theme and enhancing the perform- 
ers’ songs. 

The play features many spirited 
actors. Although some initially 
struggled with their lines, most 
performers seemed comfortable on 
stage. Tanya Badgley’s Nellie, for 
example, was a great protagonist 
opposite Munro, the villain. She 
antagonized him wittily, while per- 
fectly conveying the role of the 
wronged, virtuous heroine. 

Deanna Spear in the role of Ida 
Rhinegold seemed less confident at 
first, but overcame this during the 
course of the play. Victoria 
Haliburton as the Widow Lovelace 
and Jean Roth Hawkins showed 
themselves as skilled comedians. 

One should also keep an eye 
on the theatre’s promising young 
talent. Jim Gaither as Adam 
Oakhart makes a praiseworthy de- 
but. Julia Galef as Fleurette, 
Demetra Skaltsas as Leonie 
Asterbilt, and Anastasia Stewart as 
Little Nell all were well cast. 
Galef not only delivered her 
French accent flawlessly but was 
confident in the role of seductress.

Particularly impressive, however, 
were Jeff Landou’s and David S. 
Dieudonne’s performances as 
Munro Murgatroyd and Mookie 
Maguggins, respectively. Landou’s 
ability to find new ways to utilize 
props, costumes, and set pieces, 
shows that he is a gifted actor. 
Each time he had to hide behind 
a tree, for example, he added a 
nuance to keep his performance 
from being repetitive. 

Dieudonne’s comic talent is 
hard to miss. His versatility in 
blowing his nose, sneezing, and 
sobbing was hysterical, as was his 
use of a rural, Southern dialect. 

Richard Gabriel’s lighting de- 
sign works well with the melodra- 
matic mode of the play. Drastic 
light changes introducing each 
actor’s song makes these moments 
even funnier, as does Trix 
Whitehall’s sound design, espe- 
cially the birds’ twitter at the be- 
ginning of each act. 

Victoria and Grace Haliburton’s 
costumes further add to the play’s 
humor. The vile Ida was great in 
a bright pink dress with bare 
shoulders, while the noble Nellie
